vate with a dependent family may 
draw as high as $137 a month 

Lance-corporals and corporals 
end sergeants also will not be 
| greatly effected, but the sergeant- 
| majors and the commissioned ranks 
will not get the high rates they 
have hitherto enjoyed 

It has been found that high 
| ranking officers with as low a 
disability as 5 or 10 per cent may 
go into hospital, for treatment, 
and while in hospital immediately 
resume their pay and allowance 
of rank. Some officers of high 
rank having military pensions 
have been able to draw as high 
2s $1,000 a month. Most senior 
officers make more money by 
being hospitalized than they can 
earn. 

All this is to be stopped. If any 
veteran with a war disability goes 
into hospital after the new regula- 
tions have been approved by parlia- 
ment and promulgated, he will au- 
tomatically be rated 100 percent 
disability and will draw 100 percent 
pension of his rank less $30 for 
hosp:talization. The $30 is a uniform 
| deduction for all ranks. If an ofiicer 
wants a private 
special concession he must pay for

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

You've heard of nations that claim to have 
won the World War on the theory that the man 
Who comes on the field in the last five minutes 
and kicks the winning goal really did all the 
winning. Have you ever heard of a lone man 
who claims to have wen the war, and of an- 
other lone man who admits 
to losing it? 

The story is told by Robert 
Buckner, an American jours 
nalist, in the current issue of 
Atlantic Monthly. It is bound 
to attract the interest of many 
a veteran. Names and places 
and dates are fully given. Not 
the least surprising circum- 
stance in this surprising story, 
told by’ an American writer 
in an American magazine is 
that “the man who won the war” turns out to 
be an Englishman. 

Commander of the British destroyer Fire- 
drake he was, attached to Hood's battle fleet 
in the North Sea. Instead of being rewarded 
he was relieved of his command, placed under 
arrest, court martialled, imprisoned and dis- 
missed the service. He narrowly escaped death 
as a spy. The irony of it seems to confirm the 
truth of it.

Roger Bradman is the man’s name. A year 
before war broke out he was attached to the 
Naval Intelligence department. While seeking 
plans of the Heligoland forts he was arrested 
in Germany as a spy. As is the custom among 
honorable nations engaged in espionage upon 
tach other, Bradman was repudiated by Bri- 
tain and denied permission to return, though 
secretly he was supplied with funds. But as 
soon as the war broke, he was summoned to 
England, given command of the Firedrake, 
and assigned to scout work for Admiral Hood's 
squadron. 

Germany had started her invasion of France. 
From three directions the German hordes came. 


One army came from the south through the 
Vosges; another descended along the Marne. 
In the north, a third army under Von Kluck 


came through Belgium. Their plan was to con- 
verge Paris in a series of swift flanking 
movements. By thus compelling the French to 
switch their centre of mobilization and re-form 
confusion would result and Ger- 
victory.

PLAN SOUGHT 


Ald. Clevely Putting Job- 
less Wotnen at Work 
Making Clothes 


Seeking support for his work- 
at-wages scheme for Edmonton 
tmemployed, Ald. W. W. Clevely 
siggested at a meeting of the 
tivie relief committee Thursday 
that single women and girls on 
relief be put to work on the pro- 
duction of clothes for relief cases, 
while jobless men be employed 
on the rehabilitation of city- 
owned bwildings and the con- 
struction of roads. 

At the close of discussion, Ald 
Clevely and Ald. E. East, also a 
proponent of the work-at-wages 
proposal, were instructed to draft 
a workable plan for consideration 
by the committee. 


CASH SUM 

Ald, Clevely's idea is to put re- 
lief cases to work, continue their 
fllowances and give them an addi- 
tional sum of cash in order that 
they may produce something of a 
beneficiai nature for the assistance 
they are receiving from the city. 

Ald. Margaret Crang, chairman of 
the committee, agreed that the city 
should do something to provide un- 
employed women and girls with in- 
teresting work while they were out 
of regular employment, 

While favoring any move which 
would lead to relief cases making 
themselves independent, Relief Man- 
*ager H. F. McKee reminded the 
committee that before they could 
be put to the Work the city would 
have to provide m@ebssary accom- 
modation and equipment—items of 
considerable expense. 

NOT TOO HIGH 

The amount of cash paid unefn- 
ployed under his plan should not be 
fixed at a figure that would be at- 
tractive to men with regular jobs, 
Mr. Clevely suggested. He did not 
want a situation to develop where 
employees in private industry would 
Ieave their jobs to come under the 
city’s program 

Mayor Jos. A. Clarke, K.C., ex- 
pressed the opinion that only a 
small percentage of those on re- 
lief were in favor of a work-at- 
wages program. Families receiving 
$60 a month or more from the city 
were disinclined to support Ald. 
Clevely’s proposed measure. 


GOVERNMENT GRANT 

Speaking for the unemployed, Mr. 
Rosen did not believe Edmonton 
relief cases should have to work for 
100 per cent. of the allowances they 
were receiving, as the provincial 
and federal governments were con- 
tributing over half of the local re- 
lief costs, 

Taking exception to this state- 
ment, ayor Clarke said that the 
city would be held responsible for 
all relief expenditures here “When 
we are in a position to pay back the 
amounts we have received.”

HEAR ADDRESS 


Survey of New Pros- 
pecting Field 
First geological survey of a new 
prospecting field between Fort 


Fitzgerald and Fort Reliance, in the 


North West Territories, was des- 
¢ribed to members of the Edmonton 
and Northwest Prospectors Associa- 
tion at the Macdonald hotel Thurs- 
day night by Dr. Chris. -Riley. 


Describing his explorations of an 
area of 500 square miles about Hill 
Island Lake and Lake Thikulthil 
(Channels Lake) Dr. Riley said, 
“If any discoveries are to be made 
on Hill Island Lake they will be 
made in large depressions in which 
we found highly-mineralized boul- 
ders. 


LOOK FOR LOW AREAS 

“I think that if I was prospect- 
ing that field again I'd look for 
those low areas and mineralized 
boulders. It would take an entire 
summer for a prospecting party to 
work fhé ‘contact’ in that district.” 

Dr. Riley warned prospectors 
against rushing into northeastern 
Alberta before it has been surveyed 
adequa‘ely. “If I was prospecting I 
wouldn't go into the north éast cor- 
nér of Alberta until they made a 
geological survey of that entire 
area.” 


FIRST ACCURATE PICTURE 

The area in which Dr. Riley spent 
last summer hadn't préviously been 
examined geologically | although 
aerial maps of the district were 
completed late in the season. His 
maps and those compiled by the 
aviators will present the fitst ac-
